Then, having based her 
theme on the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Mrs. Cady read what she 
called a “Declaration of Senti- 
ments’. As she enumerated them, 
the injustices assumed a formidable 
shape. Among other things, a hus- 
band could collect and spend his 
wife’s earnings; the law allowed 
him to beat her “moderately”, just 
as he could his children; she could 
not sign a contract or a will; if her

Spies Watch Spies 

The next issue irritating the 
Cominform is the leadership of 
the Yugoslav Communist Party, a 
eadership which ‘creates a hate- 
ful policy in relation to the 
Soviet Union.’ Tito merely copied 
nis masters by setting spies upon 
spies. Yugoslav Security Police 
were set to watch Soviet agents 
strongly suspected of enlisting 
Yugoslavs as spies, and to observe 
the actions of all Soviet officials 
within the country. Hence the 


Cominform's denunciation of ‘‘an| 
undignified policy of underesti-} 


mating (Russian word for ‘‘sus- 
pecting’’?) Soviet military special- 
ists . ... Private Soviet specialists 
in Yugoslavia were submitted to 
a special system under which 
they were put under guard of the 
organs of state security, and they 
were watched.’’ The moral is 
obvious. A Russian can’t be 
wrong wherever he is, whatever 
he does. You think that is an 
exaggeration? Listen to the 
Cominform. “The Cominform 
condemns these anti-Soviet (no 
doubt here!) conceptions as in- 
compatible (an iron fist in a 
velvet glove!) with Marxism- 
Leninism and suitable for na- 
tionalists only.’ Suitable for na- 
tionalists—in the Russian vocabu- 
lary, a frightening term of de- 
nunciation. 
Make A Class Struggle! 

Then Tito and company have 


the effrontery to deny that 
“capitalist elements in _ their 
country are growing ... and that 


the class struggle is sharpening 

. ignoring the class differences 
in the villages and are consider- 
ing a wrong doctrine about 
classes and the class struggle.’’ 
Presumably, if there isn’t a class 
struggle, then make one. Russia 
will supply the technique. There 
is one God — Lenin. “Lenin 
teaches that the proletariat, as 
the only revolutionary class of 
consequence in the present so- 
ciety, must be the leader in the 
fight of all the people for a full, 
democratic overturn in the strug- 
gle of all workers.” Thus it is 
axiomatic, not debatable, that

there is a class struggle, that it

Down With Intellectuals 

Pure treason is the admission 
of anyone but ‘“proletariat’’ to 
membership in a party which in- 
cludes communists. Another 
axiom of the communists is that 
“the party is the highest form of 
organization and the most im- 
portant tool of the working class.” 
But in Yugoslavia the People’s 
Front Party is considered the 
leading force; its treachery is 
that it is a ‘‘national’’ communist 
group daring to question Moscow 
| directives. But the real, deep- 
dyed treachery is that it dares to 
include different classes, ‘‘work- 
ers, working peasants with an 
individual economy, traders, small 
factory owners, bourgeoisie, in- 
tellectuals (thought is obviously 
treason, as is individualism), as 
well as various political groups, 
including some bourgeoisie par- 
ties.” 

One characteristic that makes 
the Russian dangerous—and for 
that matter, all fanatics—is lack 
of a sense of humor. A nation 
which can admit no mistakes, 
which must be perpetually on its 
dignity, which cannot laugh at 
itself, is one to be watched and 
perhaps feared. Its fanaticism is 
synonymous with intolerance and 
suspicion. And the Cominform, 
with® the sublime righteousness 
of self-confessed perfection, de- 
nounces in Yugoslavia the same 
attributes of bureaucracy which 
are the essence of Russia. And 
presumably the denunciation is 
done without tongue in cheek! 
“In the Yugoslay Communist 
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Party the rights of the party 
members are trod upon, the 
slightest criticism of party pro- 
cedure is followed by cruel re- 
prisals.'’ And, when other ‘“broth- 
erly communist parties’’ again 
with the righteousness of the only 
true faith decided to discuss the 
situation of the Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party, ‘the various pro- 
posals of brotherly communist 
parties’’ were answered by a re- 
fusal from Yugoslav leaders. 
The Treason of Nationalism 

The final point of denunciation 
is the incontestable conclusion 
that the Yugoslav communists 
must be read out of the ranks of 
united communism. The leaders 
of the Yugoslav Communist Party 
“by their anti-Soviet opinions ... 
passed to secession from a united 
front against imperialism and 
took the way of betrayal of the 
international solidarity (whatever 
that means!) of the working 
masses and they took the way of 
transition on positions of national- 
ism.’’ The Cominform reluctantly 
comes to the conclusion that 
Tito and friends pretend not to 
understand that a “nationalistic 
conception can lead to a lowering 
oi Yugoslavia to the usual bour- 
geois republic (nationalism + 
bourgeois + republic = the enemy

of communism!), to a loss of 
Yugoslav independence to the 
imperialistic countries.” 
Cominform Lessons 

What can the Cominform do 
about it? Obviously fight for a 
“full, democratic overturn.”’ How? 
If the present leaders of the 
Yugoslav Communist Party 
won't confess “openly and honest- 
ly” their faults and correct them, 
then the clarion call to comrades 
must be sounded. The ‘sound 
elements” of the Party must 
“raise from below a new inter- 
nationalistic leadership. ~The In- 
formation Bureau does not doubt 
that the Communist Party can 
fulfill this task.’’ But there are 
still wishful thinkers who doubt 


Those who think that .com- 
munists in the United States are 
earnest but harmless, are Amer- 
ican citizens first and foremost, 
had better not, for their own 
peace of mind, ignore the lessons 
of the Cominform!s' words. 

And, lest you begin ‘to think 
that Tito is, after all, a pleasant 
fellow fighting with the democ- 
racies against Russian ideas and 
influence, remember that Tito is 
the local boss trying to prevent 
an outsider from muscling in. A 
closer look will be worth while.

NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING PAYS 

National advertising in newspapers in May showed a 12 
per cent gain over a year ago, and a four per cent increase over 
April of this year, according to Printers’ Ink, the trade maga- 
zine. National radio advertising was up eight per cent over 
May, 1947, but was down one per cent from the April, 1948, 
mark. 

Advertising pays, otherwise business houses and people 
would not advertise so consistently year after year. If somebody 
has something he wants to sell, he'll never sell it unless the 
public is told about it. And the only way of spreading the news 
is by advertising. 

And it stands to reason that the newspaper, which can be, 
and usually is, read at one’s leisure, is the best medium of all. 
People read the advertisements as they read the news, casual- 
ly, taking their time. The newspaper does not say, "We'll go 
on with the news after you‘ve read what one or two of our ad- 
vertisers have to say’’. 

Oh, no! When you read a newspaper you may, or you may 
not read the ads. They are there; if they interest you, read 
them; if they do not interest you, skip them. 

But, in the long run, almost everybody who reads a news- 
paper reads the advertisements. And they don’t have to hurry 
about it, either. They can read them, and re-read them—which 
is exactly what many do when they find one that interests them. 


No wonder newspaper advertising is on the increase!

The Division of Parks and 
Recreation, under a_ Director, 
has charge of the State Parks and 
in the case of Salisbury Beach is 
responsible for the letting of 
concessions, the examination of 
life guards, and the general su- 
pervision of all the activities at 
the Beach during the summer 
season. It is an important divi- 
sion because Massachusetts 
thrives on its summer trade and 
this part of the Department con- 
tributes in large part to the good- 
will of outside vacationers and 
local owners of beach property. 


A new Division of Law En- 
forcement will be _ established 
with a Director at the head and 
will absorb the Chief Conserva- 
tion Officer from the _ present 
Fisheries and Game _ Division 
and the Chief Coastal Warden 
from the present Marine Fish- 
eries Division.

Charged with 
thé suppression and control of the 
gypsy and brown tail moths, the 
hag moth, the oriental beetle, and 
the elm leaf beetle, it was felt 
that he should be given more 
powers than he at present has in 
order to expedite the work of 
suppression of these ‘‘public 
nuisances’’ as they are called in 
legislative terms. The Chief 
Moth Superintendent is instructed 
to work closely with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the sup- 
pression of the Dutch Elm disease. 
At the present time the control

The system would operate about 
like this. In a school zone posted 
speed would be “Not Exceeding 2”, 
The operator of a car, upon enter- 
ing such a zone, would have to ad- 
just his speed until the number 2 
was illuminated on his car. Other. 
wise, should accident occur, it 
would be a simple matter to prove 
that his speed was excessive for 
the conditions. 

Moreover, such a universal sys- 
tem of speed designation and indi- 
cation would make it safer driving 
in traffic since changes of speed by 
cars ahead would be readily dis- 
cernable. Safer decisions could be 
made in regard to passing the car 


ahead. Speed of cars in various 
lanes could be correctly judged 
Furthermore, this method would 


allow up to a 100% increase in the 
present amount of traffic without 
need of any additional police force 
since each person is effectively per- 
suaded to be his own police office 
Incidentally, that matter of 
importance to taxpayers. 

There is no sound reason for not 
using this method which would re 
sult in saving perhaps 50% of the 
life now lost each year because of 
incorrect speed for the conditions 
obtaining. 15,000 lives saved yearly 
would seem to justify whatever ev 
pense is necessary to establish this 
reliable plan for applying the pow 
er of compromise in the interests 
of more lifeful driving. Motor 
makers say its up to the states to 
require such equipment on the cars 
they make.
